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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Repton  Rural  District  Council, 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ^^60. 

The  general  health  of  the  people  of  Repton  Rural  District  is  good, 
but  this  'but'  may  be  filled  in  with  what  some  are  pleased  to  call 

diseases  of  civilisation  -  cardiovascular  diseases,  mental  illness  and 
cancer.  These  are  not  due  so  much  to  the  tempo  of  modern  living,  but  can 
be  explained  by  the  fact  that  we  are  living  some  twenty  years  longer' than 
our  forebears  of  1900,  not  because  we  have  the  secret  of  long  life,  but 
because  we  are, to  all  intents  and  purposes,  practically  free  from  serious 
epidemic  diseases,  including  Tuberculosis  which  formerly  killed  off  the 
younger  generations.  Preventive  medicine  is  slowly  maiding  its  impact 
on  these  diseases  and  suggesting  possible  means  of  prevention. 

To  take  just  one  of  these  diseases  -  Lung  Cancer;  the  death  rate  per 
million  of  the  population  was  eight  in  1900  and  four  hundred  and  forty  per 
million  in  1958.  Tobacco  consumption  in  1900  was  11,300,000  lbs.  and  in 
1958  225,100,000  lbs.  The  whole  question  of  smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  is 
hedged  about  by  all  sorts  of  conflicting  aims  and  objectives.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  in  1957  laid  the  responsibility  of  informing  the  public  of  dangers,  on 
the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and  the  Local  Authorities,  but 
the  Tobacco  Companies  spent  in  1959  £5  million  on  advertising,  whereas  in 
1953  they  spent  only  £1  million.  The  Government  anticipates  this  year 
some  £830  million  from  the  duty  on  tobacco  -  twice  as  much  as  it  will 
derive  from  the  duty  on  alcohol,  more  than  it  will  get  from  purchase  tax 
and  death  duties  combined  -  enough  to  pay  one  half  of  the  nation1 s  Defence 
Bill. 


How  do  we  get  out  of  this  moral  quagmire  and  if  we  do  in  which  direction 
do  we  go?  As  first  steps,  stop  this  pernicious  advertising  directed  at 
young  people,  cut  on  cigarettes  and  stick  more  to  pipe  tobacco  and  cigars 
which  carry  much  less  risk.  And,  as  an  indicator  to  a  long-term  plan,  here 
is  a  quotation  from  an  article,  "Prospects  of  Cancer  Control"  by  Ronald  W. 
Raven,  O.B.E.,  T.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  "I  feel  that  elimination  of  the  tobacco 
habit  could  be  one  of  the  greatest  benefits  conferred  by  preventive 
medicine . " 

There  have  been  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Rural  District 
since  1946  and  no  deaths  since  1941.  This  freedom  from  the  disease  is 
something  indeed  to  be  thankful  for,  but  should  not  induce  parents  to  become 
neglectful  of  immunisation.  Any  such  attitude  has  been  rudely  shattered  by 
the  recent  Diphtheria  in  Derby,  Liverpool,  Birmingham  and  Islington,  London. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  can  be  done  by  the  general  practitioner  or,  on 
request,  at  the  Infant  Welfare  or  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  of  any  County  Clinic. 
In  addition,  immunisation  is  done  at  the  Schools  on  days  and  at  times  arranged 
by  the  Head  Teacher  and  the  local  School  Medical  Officer.  The  Head  Teachers 
will  be  pleased  to  advise  parents. 

During  the  year  a  Ministry  of  Health  circular  suggested  certain  changes 
in  the  Chest  Services.  The  main  recommendations  are  that  the  Chest  Physician 
should  be  a  member  of  the  Staff  of  a  General  Hospital  and  that  his  primary 
duty  should  be  the  management  of  tuberculous  patients,  thoughhls  specialist 
knowledge  of  diseases  of  the  chest  will  continue  to  be  needed  even  if 
Tuberculosis  declines  still  further. 

As  previously,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  there  should  be  the 
closest  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physician,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
General  Practitioner  and  Social  Workers  in  helping  the  patient  and  hi s 
family. 
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I  much  appreciate ,  and  so  do  the  Chest  Physicians,  what  this  Council 
has  done,  and  is  doing,  in  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  by  dealing  with 
poor  housing  with  its  lack  of  light  and  fresh  air,  together  with  dampness, 
overcrowding  and  congested  sleeping  quarters  -  all  these  create  conditions 
in  which  this  disease  flourishes.  By  removing  the  breeding  grounds  of 
disease  the  Council  is  making  a  substantial  contribution  towards  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  Tuberculosis  and  much  other  physical  and  mental  illness. 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  great  prominence 
has  been  given  to  Mental  Illness  at  Conferences  and  Group  Discussions 
within  the  Local  Authorities.  Under  the  new  enactment  much  more  is 
demanded  of  the  Hospitals,  the  local  health  authorities  and  also  much  more 
of  the  general  public  into  whose  care  many  patients  will  be  sent  from  the 
Hospitals.  During  1949,  75,860  patients  were  discharged  from  Hospitals 
for  the  mentally  ill  or  subnormal;  in  1958  the  total  was  132,429  and  under 
the  new  Act  the  increase  will  be  even  greater.  Under  this  new  regime  it 
is  essential  that  the  former  fear  and  revulsion  which  has  been  part  of  our 
deeply  engrained  public  attitude  to  mental  illness  for  generations  be 
replaced  by  sympathy,  understanding,,  toleration  and  patience. 

The  Health  Congress  Section  on  Housing  and  Estate  Management  discussed 
matters  already  considered  by  the  Council  such  as  the  need  to  make  the  best 
use  of  available  accommodation  by  encouraging  tenants  to  transfer;  and  the 
need  to  control  management  expenses  by  such  techniques  as  forty-eight  week 
years  or  fortnightly  collection  of  rents.  In  Scandinavia  administration 
costs  were  modest  in  comparison  with  this  country;  rents  were  paid  monthly 
by  warrant  sent  by  post  even  when  occupiers  were  paid  weekly.  Door-to- 
door  calls  were  unknown  except  for  house  inspection  and  social  work. 

Ever  since  I  came  to  this  Authority  in  1947  I  had  the  closest  associa¬ 
tion  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  A.  P.  Hancock,  M.I.Mun.E.,  M.R.S.H., 
affectionately  known  to  us  all  as  "A.P."  This  association  was  most  obvious 
in  the  production  of  my  Annual  Report.  His  contribution  on  Sewage  Disposal, 
Water  Supplies,  Mining  Subsidence  and  Housing  was  always  the  most  valuable 
part  of  the  Report  and  was,  year  after  year,  sent  to  me  well  ahead  of 
schedule. 

He  died  after  a  protracted  illness  on  Wednesday,  13th  April,  and  I 
sadly  miss  him.  Gone  from  the  office  now  is  that  colourful,  vivacious 
and  surprising  personality  as  we  remembered  him  before  his  illness.  I  had 
hoped  that  his  sound  constitution  would,  in  the  end,  overcome  his  weakness, 
but  that  was  not  to  be. 

We  paid  out  last  respects  to  him  at  the  Funeral  Service  on  Easter 
Saturday  conducted  by  the  Rev.  L.  Tuckley,  Chairman  of  the  Council. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  have 
written  comprehensive  and  detailed  accounts  of  their  work  for  this  Report, 
and  I  am  indeed  profoundly  grateful  to  them  both,  for  it  is  only  by  means 
of  this  composite  report  that  a  true  picture  of  the  environmental  factors 
influencing  the  health  of  the  people  can  be  obtained. 

Within  the  Report  there  is  a  list  of  County  Council  Clinics  and  a 
table  showing  primary  immunisations  against  Diphtheria,  for  which  I  am 
indebted  to  Dr.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  Rating  Autho- 
rity,  Mr.  F.  Bailey,  M.B.E.,  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  Heads 
of  Departments  and  Staffs,  particularly  of  course,  all  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  especially  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
his  Deputy.

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  District  for  the  year  ended  the  31  st  December,  i960. 

The  elimination  of  bad  housing  conditions  and  the  improvement  of 
existing  houses  which  can  be  usefully  retained  continues  to  be  the  major 
task  of  your  Public  Health  Department.  Details  of  the  number  of  houses 
so  improved  by  means  of  Discretionary  or  Standard  Grants  are  contained 
within  this  Report  and  it  will  be  seen  from  the  number  of  visits  involved 
that  efforts  are  being  made  under  the  Grants  scheme  by  which  means,  a 
valuable  contribution  towards  improved  housing  throughout  the  District 
is  being  made. 

The  first  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  approved  by  the  Council  has  been 
practically  completed,  apart  from  dealing  with  the  Parishes  of  Ticknall 
and  Smisby,  where  action  has  been  deferred  pending  the  provision  of  water¬ 
borne  sanitation  in  these  two  Parishes. 

Meat  Inspection  over  the  whole  area  was  maintained  at  100 %  during  the 
year.  The  records  indicate  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaugh¬ 
tered  over  the  1959  figures.  The  quality  of  meat  supplied  by  the  local 
butchers  continues  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

Under  Section  III  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1953>  all  local 
authorities  are  required  to  review  the  slaughtering  facilities  within  their 
areas  and, after  appropriate  consultations  with  such  bodies  as  appears  to 
the  authority  to  represent  the  interests  concerned y submit  a  Report  to  the 
Minister  on  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their  District 
for  slaughterhouse  facilities,  and  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are, 
or  are  likely  to  become  available  to  meet  those  requirements. 

Such  a  Report  for  this  area  was  approved  by  your  Council  on  the  28th 
July,  i960  and  duly  submitted  to  the  Minister  on  the  2nd  August,  i960 
recommending  the  date  that  the  Minister  may  fix  for  the  Construction 
Regulations  to  apply  to  all  slaughterhouses  in  this  District  should  be 
the  1st  January,  1962.  Work  on  the  majority  of  the  slaughterhouses  in 
the  area  is  now  well  in  progress. 

The  scavenging  of  the  District  is  being  maintained.  The  volume  of 
work  is  continually  increasing  owing  to  the  rapid  development  of  the  area, 
but  despite  this,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  large  acreage  covered,  com¬ 
paratively  few  oomplaints  have  been  received. 

Your  Rodent  Officer,  Mr.  Ufton,  ha3  dealt  with  work  under  this  heading 
in  a  most  efficient  manner  during  the  year,  and  I  am  grateful  to  him  for 
his  account  of  the  work  carried  out  and  his  keen  interest  in  matters,  apart 
from  rodents,  which  are  closely  associated  with  his  work.  Further  details 
are  embodied  within  the  Report. 

The  routine  duties  of  the  Department  have  been  maintained,  and  include 
visits  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases,  abatement  of  nuisances, 
sampling  of  ice  cream  and  water  supplies,  the  supervision  of  drainage  and 
sanitation  of  buildings;  also  work  in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution 
and  the  recording  of  smoke  instruments;  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the 
Rent  Act. 
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In  presenting  this  Report,  I  would  take  opportunity  of  recording  the 
assistance  and  support  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Public  Forks  Committee,  the 
Clerk  to  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Inspectorial  and 
Clerical  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  also  your  Scavenging 
Foreman.

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  over  the  whole  area 
for  which  purpose  a  fleet  of  seven  vehicles,  owned  by  the  Council, is  used 
with  direct  labour. 

In  the  larger  parishes,  the  frequency  of  collection  is  being  increased 
and  varies  between  a  seven  and  twelve  day  collection.  It  is  hoped 
ultimately  to  maintain  a  -weekly  collection  in  all  the  larger  parishes 
which,  at  present,  together  with  the  more  scattered  and  less  populated 
parishes,  are  receiving  a  fortnightly  collection.

The  remaining  parishes  in  the  District  receive  a  fortnightly  collection. 

The  disposal  of  house  refuse  from  the  area  has,  over  the  past  years 
been  by  tipping  into  disused  quarries,  clayholes,  etc.  and  this  practice 
is  still  continued.  The  Council  has  been  fortunate  in  the  past  by  being 
able  at  practically  no  expense,  to  acquire  these  tipping  points  in  various 
parts  of  the  area. 

For  the  future,  however,  it  will  become  increasingly  difficult  to 
obtain  suitable  sites,  owing  to  the  demands  of  the  two  new  Power  Stations 
in  the  area  for  ash  disposal  facilities. 

Even  so,  this  Council  in  conjunction  with  a  neighbouring  Authority  in 
the  Southern  Area  has  sufficient  tipping  area  for  a  good  many  years  to 
come  and  on  the  Northern  side  of  the  District  a  further  disposal  point 
is  to  become  available  in  the  near  future  which  will  meet  the  needs  of 
that  area, also  for  a  number  of  years.

The  Council's  Cleansing  Depot  situate  in  Main  Street,  Repton,  is 
constructed  of  short-lived  material  and  is  now  deteriorating.  The 
Council  has  agreed  to  consider  the  provision  of  a  ne;  permanent  Depot 
on  the  present  site  which  is  centrally  situated  for  the  whole  district 
and  plans  are  to  be  submitted,  due  regard  to  be  made  for  providing 
increased  garage  accommodation  and  storage  facilities,  both  for  the 
Public  Health  and  Surveyor's  Departments.

CAMPING-  SITES 


During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  i960  came  into  operation,  which  brought  into  force  a  new 
system  of  licensing. 

Model  Standards  have  also  been  specified  with  respect  to  the  lay-out 
of,  and  the  provision  of  facilities,  services  and  equipment  for  caravan 
sites,  and  that  in  deciding  what,  if  any,  conditions  to  attach  to  a  Site 
Licence,  the  Local  Authority  shall  have  regard  to  any  Standards  so 
specified. 

A  review  of  all  sites  in  the  area  is  now  being  carried  out,  the 
majority  being  individual  sites  for  one  or  two  vans  only. 

SWIMMING-  POOLS  AND  BATHS 


There  are  no  public  pools  or  baths  within  the  Rural  District.

Several  complaints  of  minor  smoke  nuisances  were  received  during  the 
year.  The  premises  concerned  were  promptly  visited  and  abatement  of 
nuisances  secured. 

I  have  also  to  record  one  major  nuisance  of  ash  emission  from  the 
Willington  Power  Station  which  occurred  during  the  night  of  Thursday, 
the  11th  February,  and  the  early  morning  of  Friday,  the  12th  February. 

The  weather  conditions  at  that  time,  viz.  a  strong  North-East  wind, 
low  cloud  and  snow  increased  the  degree  of  ash  deposit  by  concentrating 
the  emission  into  a  very  narrow  channel  in  direct  line  with  the  village 
of  Newton  Solney,  the  whole  village  area  being  covered  with  a  dirty  grey 
ash  deposit. 

The  trouble  was  due  to  a  fault  in  a  section  of  one  of  the  precipita¬ 
tors,  and  in  an  effort  to  keep  up  plant  capacity  an  attempt  was  made  to 
rectify  the  fault  whilst  the  precipitator  was  on  load,  but  the  section 
could  not  be  isolated.  The  load  was  therefore  reduced  and  finally  shut 
down  completely  on  the  faulty  precipitator  in  the  afternoon  of  Saturday, 
the  13th  February,  to  enable  repairs  to  be  properly  carried  out. 

I  have  to  report  the  complete  co-operation  of  the  Station  Superintend¬ 
ent  who  met  your  Medical  Officer  and  myself  and  inspected  the  deposits  in 
the  village  concerned.  Assurances  were  given  that  all  steps  would  be 
taken  to  prevent  any  recurrence  of  this  trouble. 

The  lesson  learnt  from  this  unfortunate  happening  in  which  the 
elements  seemed  to  conspire  shows  the  need  for  constant  vigilance  on  the 
part  of  the  Power  Station  Authorities  to  ensure  that  the  whole  of  their 
ash  arresting  plant  is  maintained  at  maximum  efficiency  whilst  the 
Station  is  under  load. 
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SMOKE_AMTEMENT_(_CONTmJED) 


The  Standard  and  Lead  Peroxide  Gauges  sited  near  the  Drakelow  and 
Willington  Power  Stations  continue  to  he  recorded  at  monthly  intervals 
and  from  the  figures  obtained,  the  evidence  shows  that  the  two  Generating 
Stations  are  being  maintained  at  a  reasonable  average  of  efficiency. 

During  the  year,  several  applications  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
Section  3,  Sub-Section  2,  requesting  approval  of  proposed  installations 
have  been  received  and  dealt  with.

Since  the  resumption  of  private  slaughtering  in  1954  the  Council  has 
insisted  upon  a  100%  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  within  the  area,  and  this  standard  has  been  maintained  throughout. 

There  are  fifteen  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  District  and 
under  the  new  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  ten  are  expected  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Construction  Regulations  by  the  recommended  date, 
viz.  31st  December,  1961.  There  is  also  one  application  for  a  new 
slaughterhouse  licence  within  the  area,  which  has  been  approved. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  increasing  year  by  year  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  the  figure  will  tend  to  increase  more,  despite  the 
fact  five  of  the  existing  slaughterhouses  will  close  down  under  the  new 
Act. 

The  reason  for  this  increase  is  due  to  the  greater  throughput  of 
animals  consequent  upon  the  improvement  and  enlargement  of  existing 
slaughterhouses . 

It  is  also  anticipated  that  the  proposed  new  slaughterhouse  will 
cater  for  a  considerable  amount  of  meat  supplies  to  Derby  and  its 

surroundings . 

The  following  figures  overleaf  are  for  the  period  from  the  1 st 
January  to  31st  December,  i960.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  percent¬ 
age  of  animals  affected  with  Tuberculosis  are  substantially  down  on  the 
1959  figures  which,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  are  quoted  and  this  is 
also  reflected  in  the  amount  of  meat  condemned,  there  being  approximately 
three  tons  less  in  i960.

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ICS  CREAM 


There  were  no  new  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream 
during  the  year.  Fifteen  premises  were  added  to  the  Register  of  Ice  Cream 

retailers.  There  were  two  transfers  of  licence  recorded  during  the  year. 
Six  premises  were  deleted  from  the  Register  of  Ice  Cream  Retailers. 

Ninety  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  for  "bacteriological  examination , 
of  which  fifty-one  were  placed  in  Grade  1,  twenty-four  in  Grade  2,  twelve 
in  Grade  3  and  three  in  Grade  4»  Full  enquiries  and  repeat  samples  were 
taken  in  respect  of  the  samples  which  were  placed  in  Grades  3  and  4. 

FISH  AND  CHIP  PREMISES 

No  alteration  was  recorded  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

During  the  year  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  was  fifteen, 
and  the  number  of  licences  granted  to  slaughtermen  thirty-nine. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

On  receipt  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  the  premises  are 
inspected  and  investigations  are  made.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  where 
required.  During  the  year  nine  visits  were  made.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  number  of  visits  to  all  types  of  premises  remain  fairly  constant. 
This  is  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of  frequent  inspections  to  avert  major 
infestations  of  rats.  Indeed,  major  infestations  treated  were  found  by 
routine  surveys  and  had  not  been  reported  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises 
concerned.  There  is  still  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  occupiers  to  report 
these  matters,  and  for  several  reasons,  e.g.:- 

1.  Ignorance  of  the  Council's  service. 

2.  Householders  believing  that  a  charge  is  made. 

3.  The  old  adage  that  "Vermin  and  filthy  living 

go  hand-in-hand." 

4.  Fear  of  Civil  Action. 

Increased  publicity  is  now  being  carried  out  in  an  effort  to  allay 
these  misunderstandings . 

Weils  Disease 

During  the  year  one  case  of  Weils  Disease  was  reported,  that  of  a  Boxer 
dog  on  the  Council's  Estate  at  Hartshorne.  As  this  disease  is  normally 
carried  by  rats,  a  thorough  search  and  test  baiting  of  drains  was  carried 
out  within  a  hundred  yards  radius.  No  rats  were  present  and  urine  and 
blood  samples  showed  the  disease  to  have  been  transmitted  by  a  hedgehog. 

A  request  for  a  hedgehog  was  sent  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Veterinary  Department,  but  v/e  were  unable  to  acquire 
one  at  the  time  (May). 
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Foxes 


Several  cases  were  reported,  and  these  were  disposed  of  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Pest 
Officers . 

Rabbits 


A  few  pockets  of  rabbits  are  establishing  themselves  chiefly  along 
the  Trent  Valley  area.  These  are  the  survivors  of  the  last  incidence  of 
myxomatosis  in  the  Spring.  Unfortunately,  their  progeny  are  not  going 
to  earth  and  together  with  the  unusual  number  of  hares  cannot  be  controlled 
by  methods  available  to  the  Department 

Damage  is  most  evident  at  Walton-on-Trent  and  Mickleover  Sewage  Dis¬ 
posal  Works  where  newly  planted  shrubs  are  being  "barked." 

River  dulls 

This  is  not  a  scheduled  bird  within  the  "Wild  Birds  Preservation  Act" 
and  has  been  on  the  increase  for  the  past  few  years.  Castle  G-resley  Works 
is  the  main  source  of  trouble  where  crude  sewage  is  carried  by  them.  As 
narcotics  are  not  yet  allowed  to  be  used  for  birds,  the  only  human  method 
seems  to  be  by  shooting. 

However,  it  is  intended  to  raise  this  matter  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Workable  Area  Committee. 


Rodent  Contracts 

Agreements  to  the  value  of  £66  were  entered  into  during  the  year. 

This  is  a  regrettable  drop  of  £30  on  1959,  but  was  due  to  ah  extensive  out¬ 
break  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease.  It  was  felt,  in  fairness  to  farmers, 
entry  on  their  premises  was  inadvisable,  therefore  no  inspections  were 
made  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.  This,  at  a  time  when  most 
rats  are  evident  on  farms,  seriously  affected  the  making  of  Agreements. 

A  total  of  £18  was  recovered  from  business  premises  for  work  on  a 
time  and  material  basis. 


Sewer  Treatment 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  annual  percentage  of  test  bait  during 
the  year  showed  that  the  whole  of  the  sewers  so  baited  were  free  of  rats. 
Constant  vigilance  is  maintained  by  test  baits  in  different  manholes  annually 
Figures  for  the  previous  years  are  also  appended,  on  the  next  page,  for  com¬ 
parison. 

In  November,  your  Rodent  Officer  attended  for  the  first  time,  a  Meeting 
of  the  Workable  Area  Committee.  Different  pests  and  methods  of  control 
were  discussed  under  the  guidance  of  experts  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  do  much  to  establish  liaison  between  the  various  sec¬ 
tions  of  Local  Authorities.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Miokleover  "Bunkers"  Sewage  Disposal  Works  -  Enlargement 

This  scheme,  commenced  on  the  15th  September,  1958,  was  necessitated 
through  the  existing  Works  being  badly  overloaded  due  to  the  increased 
development  at  Mickleover  and  the  subsequent  pollution  of  the  Hell 
Brook. 


Progress  was  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the 
improved  Works  were  brought  into  full  commission  on  1st  September,  i960. 
The  official  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
and  Public  Works  Committee  on  1st  November,  i960. 

Egginton  Sewage  Disposal 

The  pair  of  Sedimentation  Tanks  previously  reported  as  being  con¬ 
structed  alongside  the  Council’s  12”  diameter  outfall  sewer  to  the 
Egginton  Brook  have  now  been  completed  during  the  year  and  came  into 
commission  on  17th  March,  i960.  There  is  a  substantial  improvement  in 
the  quality  of  the  effluent  to  the  brook. 


Ticknall 


This  scheme,  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  on  14th  April,  i960,  and  tenders  have  been 
invited.  An  early  commencement  in  the  new  year  is  anticipated. 


Overseal 


As  reported  last  year  the  pumps  from  the  obsolete  pumping  station  on 
the  Devonshire  Drive  Estate,  Mickleover,  were  to  be  removed,  adjusted  and 
installed  at  this  Pumping  Station.  This  work  has  now  been  carried  out 
together  with  the  construction  of  a  new  storm  water  overflow  and  the 
installation  is  functioning  satisfactorily. 


Parish  of  Linton  -  Storm  Water  Sewer  Diversion 

This  contract,  which  was  commenced  on  the  25th  November,  1959,  is  to 
provide  for  the  diversion  of  all  the  storm  water  from  Princess  Avenue  from 
the  outfall  sewer  flowing  to  this  irrigation  area  via  a  new  storm  water 
sewer  to  the  roadside  ditch  in  Lullington  Road.  The  work  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year  and  a  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  to 
the  conditions  on  the  irrigation  area.  It  should  be  stressed,  however, 
that  there  are  still  difficulties  in  dealing  with  the  sewage  on  this  area 
due  to  mining  subsidence. 


Disposal  S cheme 


The  detailed  plans  for  this  scheme  were  completed  during  the  year  and 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.  An  informal  inquiry  was  held  at 
the  Council  Offices  by  a  Ministry  Inspector  on  23rd  November,  i960,  and 
approval  to  go  to  tender  is  expected  early  in  the  new  year. 

Parish  of  Netherseal  -  Sealwood  Sewerage  Scheme 


This  scheme  was  commenced  and  completed  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  properties  connected  to  this  sewer  was  seven  and  contributions  have 
been  sought  from  each  owner. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (CONTINUED) 


Parish  of  Findem  -  Heath  Lane  Sewerage  Scheme 

Of  the  alternative  schemes  prepared  for  the  sewerage  of  Heath  Lane 
and  Willington  Road,  the  Council  adopted  the  proposal  to  lay  a  sewer  at 
the  rear  of  the  houses,  the  provision  of  a  pumping  station  on  the  waste 
ground  between  the  last  Council  House  and  the  Greyhound  Inn,  and  to  pump 
the  sewage  up  Heath  Lane,  across  these  fields  and  to  discharge  into  the 
Council's  main  outfall  sewer. 

The  Ministry's  approval  to  this  scheme  was  received  on  2nd  November, 

I960. 


The  Council  decided  that  whilst  "The  Yew  Trees"  could  not  be  connec¬ 
ted  to  the  proposed  sewer,  every  assistance  should  be  given  to  the  owner 
to  overcome  his  difficulty.  Accordingly,  it  was  decided  to  prepare  a 
separate  scheme,  this  householder  providing  for  a  small  pumping  station 
and  rising  main  to  connect  to  the  head  of  the  Council's  proposed  sower 
Although  this  scheme  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  it  was 
agreed  that  the  Council  would  prepare  the  Bills  of  Quantities  and  the 
documents  for  contract  purposes  and  supervise  the  contract  on  his 
behalf. 

Bretby  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

During  the  year  discussions  took  place  with  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  with  the  suggestion  that  Bretby  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
might  be  included  in  the  scheme.  The  Council's  Consultants'  scheme 
for  the  extension  of  the  foul  water  sewer  in  Bretby  Lane  was  forwarded  to 
the  Ministry  for  approval  but  the  village  scheme  was  held  back  in  view 
cf  the  discussions  referred  to. 

It  was  decided  to  investigate  two  alternatives  with  regard  to  the 

Hospital: - 

(a)  the  construction  of  a  pumping  station  in  the  Hospital 

grounds  and  pumping  up  to  six  times  the  dry  weather 
flow  to  the  Council's  proposed  Pumping  Station  and 
pumping  both  Hospital  and  village  sewage  to  the 
head  of  the  Consultants'  extension  to  Bretby  Lane 
sewer,  or 

(b)  pumping  the  village  sewage  to  the  Hospital  Sewage 

Disposal  Works  and  reconstructing  these  works  to 
effectively  treat  both  the  village  and  the  Hospital 
s  ewage . 

The  Council  decided  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Hospital  Board  for 
their  comments  and  a  request  for  a  contribution  towards  the  cost. 

2.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Woodville  Water  Scheme  -  Water  Main,  Ashby  Road  and 
Millfield  Street 

Since  the  completion  of  these  schemes  on  the  27th  November,  1959,  the 
improvement  in  the  supply  to  these  properties  has  been  maintained. 

Northern  Area  Water  Scheme 

Extension  of  5"  and  A"  Water  Mains,  Hay  Lane  and  Breach 
Lane,  Poston 

Approval  to  the  accepted  tender  of  Messrs.  Edward  Thompson,  Limited 
was  received  by  the  Ministry  and  this  scheme  was  commenced  on  2nd 
February,  i960,  and  completed  on  29th  May,  i960. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  (CONTINUED) 


The  Council’s  area  is  supplied  with  a  piped  water  supply  "by  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  and  the  Derby  Corporation,  either  as 
a  direct  or  bulk  supply. 

The  Parishes  of  Hartshorne,  Ticknall,  Smisby  and  Woodville  are 
supplied  from  the  Council’s  own  Wells  and  Headings. 

All  the  waters  are  chlorinated  and  from  frequent  analyses  the 
quality  is  found  to  be  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  No  plumbo- 
solvent  action  is  experienced. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  Council's  supplies  is  as  follows

Ticknall  Water  Scheme 


This  scheme  continues  to  be  satisfactory  and  no  shortage  has  been 
experienced,  the  average  amount  pumped  per  day  being  20,347  gallons. 

Hartshorne  Water  Scheme 

This  is  a  gravity  scheme,  the  water  being  obtained  from  a  Heading  at 
’’Several  Woods",  Hartshorne.  The  maximum  amount  available  per  day  being 
36,000  gallons.  The  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  20,000  gallons.  The 
present  demand  is  such  that  the  water  level  lowers  in  the  reservoir  during 
the  day  time,  but  recovers  and  overflows  during  the  night,  subject  to  no 
leaks  occurring  on  the  system. 

The  amount  consumed  during  the  year  ending  31  st  December,  i960,  was 
1 1 , 640 , 000  gallons . 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  augmentation  of  this  supply  by 
taking  up  to  10,000  gallons  per  day  from  the  pumping  main  to  the  Hartshorne 
Reservoir  of  the  Swadlincote  and  Ashby  Joint  Water  Board.  This  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  approval  of  the  Board  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  and  it  is  hoped  to  bring  the  scheme  into  operation  early  in 
the  New  Year. 

Woodville  and. Smisby  Water  Schemes 

The  water  is  obtained  by  pumping  from  the  Smisby  Well,  the  yeild  of 
which  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand.  The  supply  is  therefore  supple¬ 
mented  by  receiving  a  supply  from  the  Swadlincote  and  Ashby  Joint  Water 
Board's  main,  which  is  also  laid  in  Ashby  Road.

Woodville  and  Smisby  water  Schemes  (continued) 

The  total  amount  pumped  from  the  Smisby  Well  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  i960,  was  21  ,610,000  gallons,  the  remainder  being  purchased 
in  bulk  from  the  Water  Board  mentioned  overleaf. 

Northern  Area  Water  Scheme 


This  water  scheme  covers  the  twelve  parishes  situated  in  the  north 
and  north-west  of  the  Rural  District.  The  water  is  purchased  in  bulk 
from  Derby  Corporation.  The  amount  purchased  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  i960,  being  55^920,000  gallons.  The  average  consumption  per 
day  being  152,787  gallons. 

Tutbury  Rural  District  Council 

During  times  of  drought  the  above  Council  implement  their  own  water 
supply  £r  the  village  of  Tutbury  by  purchasing  water  in  bulk  from  the 
Council's  Northern  Area  Water  Scheme. 

A  supply  was  taken  during  i960  for  89  days,  the  amount  purchased  being 

960,000  gallons. 

3.  MINING-  SUBSIDENCE 

Effects  of  mining  subsidence  have  been  noticeable  at  Castle  Gresley 
adjacent  to  the  Railway  Bridge  and  also  adjacent  to  White  Lady' s  reservoir 
where  difficulty  is  experienced  in  keeping  the  sewer  flowing  freely.  With 
regard  to  the  area  around  the  Railway  Bridge,  notice  was  received  from  the 
National  Coal  Board  of  workings  approaching  this  point  on  the  19th  January, 
i960,  and  although  movement  has  taken  place,  necessitating  the  raising  of 
the  bridge  and  alterations  to  the  culvert  of  the  brook,  the  Council's  sewers 
and  pumping  station  have  not  been  seriously  affected  as  yet. 

On  the  19th  March,  i960,  a  similar  notice  was  received  from  the 
National  Coal  Board  relating  to  the  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Bretby 
Sewage  Pumphouse,  but  here  again  effects  have  not  been  serious,  although 
slight  movement  is  noticeable. 

During  the  year  urgent  repairs  were  necessary  to  Council  Houses  and 
fcul  sewers  in  the  Parishes  of  Castle  Gresley  and  Overseal. 

The  damage  to  each  Council  House  was  reported  to  the  National  Coal 
Board,  who  carried  out  first-aid  repairs  where  further  subsidence  was 
expected,  which  condition  applied  to  Castle  Gresley  and  Overseal. 

During  the  year  further  settlement  and  damage  to  the  foul  sewers  in 
Castle  Gresley  occurred  causing  blockages  and  backfalls  in  the  sewerage 
system.  The  recorded  incidents  were:-
